CERNAUTJ, Rumania, Sept. 19—Reports from across the 
Polish border today said a new pro-German, pro-Russian regime 
is about to be established in Poland, replacing the government 
of President Ignace Moscieki, Foreign Hollister Jozef Beck, 
Marshal Edward Sraigly Rydz and other Polish leaders who now 
are refugees in Rumania. 
Informed persons forecast a new Polish government Immediately 
would sign a peace pact with Germany and Soviet Russia and accept 
a redrawing of Poland's borders. 
It is said the new state will be a “buffer’’ between the two great 
powers. 
Maps mailed from Germany showing the expected partition and 
new spheres of Influence are being distributed here.

State Law Limits Absence 


To 3 Years, Clerk Says 


Clerk Frank O'Hanlon of the elec­ 
tion board today warned registered 
voters who have not lived here for 
more than three years they cannot 
obtain absent voter ballots under 
provisions of the new state law. 
Now preparing to issue absentee 
t>allots after Oct. 9. Mr. O'Hanlon 
believed there are a number of 
Columbiana county voters who will 
be affected by the law which pro­ 
vides that tem porary absence from 
the home precinct cannot exceed 
three years. 
Those 
serving 
in

posts in Columbus, W ashington and 
other places are exempt, however, 
he stated. 
Mr. O'Hanlon said absentee bal­ 
lots will be issued as soon as the 
registrations for the city of East 
Liverpool close Ort. 9. Deadline for 
issuing ballots will be Nov. 2 and 
all must be returned to the clerk 
here by noon Nov. 3. 
Meanwhile. Mr. O’Hanlon stated 
registration of new voters and trans­ 
fer of registrations are coming in 
daily. A complete check of all reg­ 
istrations will be made after the 
deadline and poll lists will be pub­ 
lished within 15 days before the 
election. 
At least one state proposition 
was to be certified to the election 
board here to be placed on the 
November ballot and there was a 
possibility tw-o more may be filed.

Polish government leaders who 
halted here In their flight before 
the advancing German forces are 
reported today on their way by 
separate routes to Bucharest, from 
where, it is said, they may go to 
Paris.

POLAND’S PRESIDENT 
EXPLAINS HIS FLIGHT 


Br The A**oriat*4 Pre**. 
PARIS. Sept. 19—in a statem ent 
issued through the Polish embassy 
In Paris. President Ignace Mos­ 
cickl of Poland urged all Poles to 
guard their nation’s honor so that 
“Justice will triumph in the end.” 
“It becomes necessary to remove 
that which personifies our republic 
and constitutes the source of its 
constitutional 
power 
from 
this 
momentary cataclysm ” his mes­ 
sage says. 
“For that reason. I have decided 
with my heart filled with grief 
to transfer the headquarters of 
the republic and other high state 
authorities to a resident 
where 
conditions assure free exercise of 
full sovereignty and the possibili­ 
ty of guarding the interests of the 
republic.” 
He praised the Polish army for 
bravery In facing "almost the en­ 
tire armed force of Germany” and 
declared the Russian Invasion “vi­ 
olates standing treaties and Impre­ 
scriptible principles."

MOSCOW. Sept. 19—Soviet Rus­ 
sia's warships have embarked on 
"measures" against the rem nants 
of Poland’s subm arine fleet, believ­ 
ed hiding in Baltic ports, while the 
Red army rolls across eastern Po­ 
land. 
The precise nature of the action 
was not disclosed in an announce­ 
ment by Tass, official news agency. 
It said merely the Soviet Baltic 
fleet is "taking m easures”. 
“As reported from Leningrad, ac­ 
cording 
to 
reliable 
information, 
Polish submarines are hiding in 
ports of the Baltic states and find 
there covert support on the part of 
certain 
government 
personages,” 
Tass said.

“According to information avail­ 
able, 
besides Polish 
submarines, 
submarines of other states are hid­ 
ing in those ports.” 
The announcement 
i n d i c ated 
strongly that Soviet “m easures” 
are aimed especially at Estonia, one 
of the small Baltic states north of 
Poland and adjoining Russia. 
"On Sept. 18, a Polish submarine 
previously interned in Tallinn, port 
of 
Estonia, 
escaped 
and 
disap­ 
peared in an unknown direction,” 
Tass said. 
“This is believed to be a case of 
abetm ent on the part of Estonia 
authorities. The command of the 
Soviet Baltic fleet is taking meas­ 
ures against the possible diversions 
on the part of the subm arines hid­ 
ing in Baltic waters.” 
Penetrate 110 Miles 
With Red army units as deep as 
110 miles within Poland's eastern 
border, Germany and Soviet Rus­ 
sia joined last night in radio com­ 
muniques to declare the Russian 
troops "pursue no aim counter to 
the interests of Germany or the 
Soviet Union or contradicting the 
spirit and the letter of the non-ag- 
greeeion pact concluded by Ger­ 
many and the U. S. S. R.

LONDON. Sept, 19—Informed ob­ 
servers said today that Great Brit­ 
ain and France, still firm in their 
pledges to Poland, will consult Pol­ 
ish leaders on the m ilitary situa­ 
tion created by the Soviet Russian 
invasion of Poland pending disclo­ 
sure of Its “full Implication”. 
The British ministry of informa­ 
tion, in a statem ent on which It is 
understood France will concur for­ 
mally today, declared the Soviet 
action — avowedly 
to 
"protect” 
Ukranians and W hite Russians in 
Poland — “cannot, in view of his 
m ajesty's government, be justified 
by the argum ents put forward by 
the Soviet government.” 
Doesn't Intimate W ar 
There Is, however, no intimation 
from any Informed source That the 
m inistry’s communique can be in­ 
terpreted 
as 
foreshadowing 
a 
declaration of war on Russia. 
"The lull implication of these 
events is not yet apparent,” said 
the communique, “bat hie m ajeety’e 
government takea the opportunity 
of eaying that nothing that has oc­ 
curred can make any differenc# to 
the determ ination of his m ajesty’s 
government, with the full support 
of the country, to fulfill their ob­ 
ligation to Poland and to prose­ 
cute the war with all energy until 
thalr objects have been achieved.”

Germany. 
Courageous Toll Posted 
Comparable to the shock caused 
by news of Russia's Sunday inva­ 
sion was yesterday's official dis­ 
closure that the Courageous, the 
oldest but one of the largest of 
Britain's 
aircraft 
carriers, 
had 
been torpedoed and sunk. 
The British adm iralty today fol­ 
lowed up a sparsely-worded com­ 
munique on the loss of the 23-year- 
old Courageous with a list of 681 
survivors out of the ship’s company 
of 1.260—but emphasised that the 
list is not complete. 
About 400 of the survivors were 
landed in England by a rescuing 
destroyer last night and estim ated 
800 were saved in all. 
One of the rescued men said that 
within five minutes after the ship 
was attacked he “saw pieces of the 
subm arine blown sky high by the 
destroyers.” 
Torpedo Enters Port Bids 
“The 
first 
torpedo 
penetrated 
the Courageous on the port side 
through the stokers deck and ex­ 
ploded violently," he declared. “A 
second torpedo passed beneath us. 
The Courageous sank in 35 min­ 
utes. 
Most of us either Jumped 
into the sea from the decks or slip­ 
ped down the side of the heavily- 
listing ship into the water. 
“The 
destroyers 
raced 
around 
throwing 
lifeboats 
overboard. 
I 
was In the w ater more than two 
hours.” 
The seamen who had to leap Into 
the w ater sang, Joked and cheered 
'as "they swam about waiting to be 
picked up by destroyers, the sur­ 
vivors said.

she had picked up 53 men and 
transferred them to other vessels) 
The adm iralty’s communique did 
not give the position of the Cou­ 
rageous when she was sunk.

The French feel, however they 
have demonstrated their ability to 
cling to their gains despite the re­ 
peated eounter-attarks end "over 
the top” direct assaults of the last 
week. 
Breaking down their attack into 
a system of infiltration, spearhead­ 
ed by small units, the French have 
advanced their battle line steadily 
through

movement has been the penetration 
along the Biles creek front, be­ 
tween the rich industrial center of 
Saarbruecken—still objective No. I 
of the drive—and Zwelbruecken, 16 
miles farther east.

Hitler Exresses His Determination To 
Fight As Long As Forced To; Says 
Word Surrender Won’t Be Uttered; 
Cries ‘We’ll Give Bomb For Bomb’

DANZIG, Sept. 19— (By Radio)—Adolf Hitler 
emphasized today that “we have no war intention 
against either England or France” and that Germany 
seeks to achieve “a lasting peace”. 
“Russia and Germany will settle this (Polish) 
situation and this will result in the removal of the ten­ 
sion,” he declared. 
However, he expressed a determination to con­ 
tinue the war as long as he is forced, saying the word 
“surrender” will not be uttered. 
“Nor at the end of the sixth or the seventh year,” 
he shouted. “The generation of today is not the gener­ 
ation of Bethmann-Hollweg.” 
Earlier he had said the Germany of today “no 
longer is a country to which ultimatums can be dic­ 
tated.” 
“We will give bomb against bomb, not only one 
but 500 bombs,” he shouted. 
Review! Events Before Invasion 
Reviewing lite events leading up to Germany** invasion of 
Poland, Hitler in an international broadcast, carried in the 
United States, welcoming Danzig back into the reich, said the 
stale of affairs became “ impossible” in September after he had 
believed in August that it would be possible to come to an 
understanding. 
He said be bad suffered much from Poland in the laat six 
years, but he had not sent them an ultimatum. 
Citing attempts by Premier Mussolini to bring a peaceful 
settlement of the dispute, lie said, England intervened. 
Then 
he shouted: 
“ England sent an ultimatum to Germany, but the day la 
past when anyone eau send an ultimatum to the reich!” 
Hitler said he earlier had attempted to find a “ reasonable 
solution to the problem,” but indicated it became impossible 
with the death of Poland's Marshal .Joseph Pilsudski. 
Depressed By N ail Suffering 
lie had sought, he said, to establish border* in the west 
and south and to make an agreement with Pilsudski which had 
as its purpose amicable relations between the Poles and the 
Germans. 
“ As long as Pilsudski lived this was possible,” he said. 
The fuehrer said he was depressed by suffering the Nazis 
endured at the hands of an inferior state, “ while Germany was 
a superior state.” 
He told the world that nations doubting the word of Ger­ 
man statesmen also should be critical of the statesmen of the 
countries which forced the Versailles treaty upon the Germans. 
The Versailles peace offers, he said, spelled “ stupidity”, 
and cast doubt on the sanity of the men who made them. 
Poland sought to make Poles out of German inhabitants 
of that country, he cried, and asked what England, France or 
America would have done under those circumstances. 
Introduced By Danzig Leader 
Ile was introduced by Albert Foster, Nazi leader of D an­ 
zig, who said Hitler corrected the “ injustices of the Versailles 
treaty.** 
A silence fell over the crowd a moment later when Hitler, 
speaking at first in a calm voice, began addressing them. 
This great moment, the fuehrer said, was not for Danzig 
alone, hut for all the German people. 
The fate of Danzig, Hitler said, was the fate of all Germany. 
The World war, he continued, “ made no sense”. 
The peace imposed on the Germans at Versailles, Hitler 
said, had worked great oppression, hut the time had come for 
them to live again, he added. 
His voice, which had been under considerable restraint 
when he started, rose to high emotional tensity at times. 
Cites Polish Press Stories 
All the Polish territory taken away from Germany at the 
end of the World war held the hest in German labor and cul­ 
ture, he said. 
“ Only those who are created culturably have the right to 
exist,” he said. 
He claimed that Polish newspapers published stories that 
the problem was not of Danzig, but one of boundaries and 
whether the Poles should defeat Germany in front of or “ in 
back of Berlin.** 
As he continued his voice rose to the shrill pitch character­ 
izing him in moments of excitement. 
“ The man who had spoken thusly,” Hitler said, “ waa a 
Polish general who has deserted his army.** 
The Poles were told they could resist Germany, and if 
they were not strong enough they could in any case expect 
the help of others. 
Hitler said English statesmen like Churchill, Eden, Duff-Cooper and 
others always preached war.

In the evening, the 18-year-old 
boy studied the steel business and 
gave piano lessons to steelworkers' 
children at 50 re n ts an hour. In 
three years, he was m anager of 
the plant at $250 a month. At 21. 
he married Em m a Euranla Dinkey, 
daughter of the first steel works 
chem ist in the United States. 
Schwab 
soon 
became

"troubleshooter” for Andrew Car­ 
negie. the steelm aster, who liked 
the tall, husky young executive and 
boosted him rapidly. He was only 
35 In 1897 when he became presi­ 
dent of the Carnegie Steel Co., and 
in three years raised Its profits 
from $7,000,000 to $40,000,000. 
Made Head Of U. S. Steel 
The 
late 
J. 
Pierpont Morgan 
made him president of the newly- 
formed U. 8. Steel Corp. in 1901, 
but two years later Schwab tore 
up a million-dollar-a-year contract 
because he said he was tired of 
having "too many bosses”. 
Moved by his self admitted mania 
to be the m ainspring of any en te r­ 
prise he embarked upon. Schwab 
put $15,000,000 of hi* own money 
and his limitless energy Into the 
founding of Bethlehem Steel.

U. S. POTTERS SUFFER 
IN JULY WIRE FRARE 


Imports Exceed Exports By 


$203,665 During Month 


Rxport-lmport trade in china and 
other pottery tilted $203,665 in fa­ 
vor of foreign m anufacturers in 
July, with exports dropping from 
$83,928 in June to $72,620 In July 
and Imports increasing from $257,- 
049 in June to $276,285 in July, ac­ 
cording to figures released by tho 
UnitiMi States departm ent of com­ 
merce, bureau of foreign and do­ 
mestic commerce. 
Exports to American possessions, 
Alaska. Hawaii. Puerto Rico and 
tho 
Virgin 
islands, amounted to 
$25,707. 
Canada received the larg­ 
est of United States exports to for­ 
eign 
nations—$24,410 
worth 
of 
goods. 
The Philippine islands were next 
with $6,800. 
Brazil which in June 
was second on the Hat. dropped to 
a minor place in July. 
In imports. Japan again led, with 
shipm ents amounting to $152,586 iu 
July as compared with $132,860 in 
June, an increase of $19,726. 
Im­ 
ports from 
tho United 
Kingdom 
dropped from $46,433 in June to 
$43,178 In July. 
France, third on 
the list, sent $37,604 worth here as 
compared with $39,358 in June. 
China was fourth, sending $10,- 
418.

Here the United King­ 
dom led all other countries, send­ 
ing shipments valued at $105,221. a 
decline from June when $120,707 
were received here.

F Sen. Borah Is correct In his 
analysis of the nature and m ean­ 
ing of this war, tho courso ho rec­

courso ho recom­ 
m ends is full of 
folly.

Its object is to change the 
whole structure of hum an society,

Greece and Rome has been known 
as western civilization. 
Because 
the 
British 
and 
the 
French failed for five years to un­ 
derstand the nature of National 
Socialism, there is a war today. 
Had they not shared Sen. Borah’s 
optimism they would have halted 
this revolution when the Treaty of 
Locarno was broken. 
lf the Issue had been one of col­ 
onies and raw m aterials—that is 
to say, of im|>eriallstlc claims — 
Great Britain at least would have 
made great sacrifices rather than 
tho much greater sacrifice of war. 
As late as the sum m er of this year 
the British government hoped that 
war could he avoided by such ad­ 
justments. 
T h at w h s t h o motive behind the 
conversations conducted 
In 
Lam­ 
ia July between Dr. Wohltat 
of tho German economics ministry, 
and Mr, Robert Hudson end Sir 
Horace Wilson.

assistance.

Light field guns and ammunition 
drawn by low army trucks carrying 
the gun crews moved almost noise­ 
lessly through the narrow winding 
streets.

morning air. 
Sentries at

town halted civilian traffic and 
guided the gunners along the coast 
road. 
1,000 Hotels Commsndeered 
Camping In fields, billeted in 
town and village, army officers 
and men are in every street and 
country lane.

Britain

poured the entire energies of their 
people for five long years Into 
nothing else than building a war 
machine. FY>r that wp are to penal­ 
ize them! 
They have money here — they 
have it here because they hsvo uot 
tu t themselves off from the world 
economy In order to make them­ 
selves self-sufficient for war. But 
we are to forbid them to use it 
for what they most desperately 
need! 
The senator and the so-called 
peace bloc are doing this country 
and its peace a great disservice 
when they spread at home and

That 
Is a fact which no legislation can 
change. And in this chaotic world 
nothing is more dangerous than a 
policy at loggerheads with the peo­ 
ple’s sense of justice. 
To be a neutral nation In this 
war does not mean that we bury 
our wills and our consciences for 
its duration or keep legislation to 
ald aggression, oppression and rev­ 
olution. 
It means we do not go to war. 
It means that we prepare our peo­ 
ple. not to think that the war will 
not affect them, but to realize that 
It will affect them enormously: that 
we must be prepared, as neutrals, 
to take a great deal on the chin 
and still not go to war. 
It means that Instead of Indulg­ 
ing in a spirit of defeatism for 
the other half of western civiliza­ 
tion, we begin actively to discuss 
and envisage the new, democratic, 
just, 
reasonabls 
and 
intelligent 
world of the future . . . that we 
think not of 1918 but of 1945.
